Mr, Templeman 's- Statements 
Are Questioned by Hon, 
Mr, Bowser 



APPROVED THE NATAL ACT 



Attorney-General Quotes Co- 
lonial Secretary Suggest- 
ing Its Enactment 



The statement of Hon. William 
Templeman that provincial acts aimed 
at the exclusion of the Japanese have 
been disallowed at the request 
of the Imperial government has 
elicited an emphatic pri/feat from the 
members of the provincial government. 
Hon. W. J. Bowser joins Issue with 
Mr. Templeman upon this statement. 

Not only did the imperial govern- 
ment not oppose the enactment of such 
legislation, but in a letter to the Do- 
minion authorities Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, thun colonial secretary, 
enclosed a copy of tho Natal act, and 
suggested (hat provincial legislation 
he modelled upon it. Hon. Mr. Bowser 
challenges Mr. Templeman to produce 
a. "single line from the colonial office 
asking the Liberal government at Ot- 
tawa to disallow our Natal acts." 

"On July 20, 1898, "Mr. Bowser stated 
in discussing the matter," Joseph 
Chamberlain, then colonial secretary, 
wrote Lord Aberdeen regarding cer- 
tain legislation passed in British Col- 
umbia, including some Japanese legis- 
lation. With regard to the latter ho 
stated that it was repugnant to Japan 
and that the governor general should 
not fall "to impress upon them (mean- 
ing the B. C. parliament) the import- 
ance if there is any real prospect of a 
large influx of Japanese into Canada 
of dealing with it by legislation on the 
lines adopted in Australia." 

En.jiosed a Copy 
"At that time the colonial secre- 
tary enclosed a copy of tho Natal 
ac{ to tlie Liberal government at Ot- 
tawa and later on lie writes again to 
the secretary of state objecting to soma 
objectionable provisions In our acts 
and suggesting the substitution of a 
measure "which, while it will secure 
the desired exclusion of undesirable 
immigration, will attain that result 
by means of some general test as that 
already suggested in my despatch of 
July 20, 1898," showing clearly that so 
far .as the colonial ollice was concerned 
they never at any time objected to our 
provincial exclusion acts, but on the 
contrary advised us to pass an act 
along the lines of the Natal act. 

"This same act has been passed in 
Natal, a similar act in Australia, one 
in New Zealand, in Capo Colony, and 
on the first day that General Botha 
met the first parliament of the Trans- 
vaal after tho war ho introduced a 
Chinese Exclusion [ordinance — all of 
which were not interfered with by tho 
Imperial parliament. The debates of 
the Imperial parliament In 1902 and 
since, shoiv that the policy of the Im- 
perial parliament is not to interfere 
With colonial legislation. 

Challenges Mr. Templeman 
"I therefore now challenge Hon. Wil- 
liam Templeman to produce a single 
line from the colonial office asking tho 
Liberal government at Ottawa to 1U- 
allow our Natal acts for Imperial rea- 
sons. In ids speech lie says that my 
bill was utterly useless, except as an 
appeal to the demagogues. 1 want to 
tell him that when Captain Tatlow 
some years ago introduced a 'similar 
bill, which was ailowed to be in opera- 
tion some few months before being 
disallowed by Ottawa, there was a no- 
torious falling off of Japanese immi- 
gration and just as soon as tho bill 
was disallowed tho immigration started 
again in large numbers. 

That Clerical Error 
"I see that Mr. Templeman proson- 
ally as weil as his organ, the Times, 
has stated that my bill made the im- 
migration of the Japanese and other 
races that could not pass the test "law- 
ful." My reply to that is that the bill 
as originally Introduced by mo made 
the entry of Immigrants who could not 
pass the educational test, unlawful, 
and I have taken tho trouble to hunt 
up the original draft with my amend- 
ments to prove this. 

"The accompanying lac simile of 
section 4 now inserted shows that the 
word "lawful" is simply a clerical er- 
ror In the department of the King's 
printer afterwards. 

"I am not surprised at the Hon. Mr. 
Templeman taking this stand and 
making this Insinuation," Mi-. Bowser 
continued. "It is an old practice of 
Liberal politicians when completely 
cornered to avoid tho blame properly 
resting on themselves by doing what 
Is commonly known as "dragging a red 
herring across the trail." Tills Is done 
with (lie evident intention of detracting 
attention from the 'Liberal govern- 
ment at Ottawa, which is to blame and 
upon whom people properly place the. 
whole rosponsbllity: He states in his 
peoch that 1 was appealing to the 
mob. I may sLito that I had two ends 
In view introducing this bill — one was 
to have it become law to stop Japanese 
and other Immigration, tho other was 
to show the Ottawa government that 
this province was a unit in desiring 
shut out Asiatic immigration. To 
Hhow how successful I was, T may say , 
that my hill passed tho house unani- 
mously, gaining the votes of all the i 
Liberals who belong to the same party 
as Mr. Templeman. If I had introduced 
the bill for political reasons It would 
have been brought before the house 
the session preceding our election, and 
not after we had come from the coun- 
try. 

Attitude at Ottawa 
'I notieo that in his speech he fur- 
ther states that he Is against the un- 
restricted Immigration of Orientals. If 
that is so, how is it that In the debates 
on Jan. 15, 1007, when the treaty with 



Japan was up before the Dominion 
house, that Mr. Kennedy, tho member 
for Now AVostminster was tho only 
man to stand in his placo and utter a 
word of warning against the passing 
of. the treaty. I take It that Hon. Mr. 
Templeman thoroughly agreed with his 
loader, the premier In tho sentiments 
he gave utterance to in Introducing 
the bill confirming the treaty when ho 
said: 

"If we are to build elevators at Van- 
couver it Is because we expect we shall 
have a trade on the Pacific, and if we 
are to havo a trade on the Pacific 
whore is that trade to go? To these 
Asiatic nations I have mentioned, Ja- 
pan, India and China. I do not want 
to prosecute this theme any further 
this evening, the mattor must come up 
for discussion again, but I would like 
to havo my honorable friend from 
Westminster, (Mr. Kennedy) and all 
the gentlemen from British Columbia, 
remember that we are undergoing- a 
revolution, and that conditions are not 
to day what they were yesterday and 
that they will not be tomorrow what 
they were today, but that there is a 
large tendency, an always Increasing 
tendency, of more intimate communi- 
cation between tho nations of the east 
and the nations of the west." 

Hopes Being Realised 

Apparently, if wo are to judge by the 
influx of Japanese. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
Is having his fondest hopes realised as 
far as the intimate communication be- 
tween the Japanese and Canada is 
concerned. 

"All I have to saijf In conclusion is 
that it would bo better for Mr. Temple- 
man If he took the same views In Ot- 
tawa ns a minister as he Is now at- 
tempting to make tho electors of Vic- 
toria think his views arc here, on tho 
eve of an election."

NEW NATIONAL PARK 

"JaBper Forest Park" Established By 
Order in Council 

Ottawa, Sept. 19. — An order in coun- 
cil has been passed establishing "Tho 
Jasper Forest Park of Canada" as a 
national park. The new park is bound- 
ed as follows: Commencing where 
parallel of latitude 53 degrees 3 mln. 
north intersects the boundary between 
tho province o/ British Columbia and 
Alberta, thence duo cast along said 
parallel of latitude 33 miles to the base 
of the. foothills, thence in a south- 
easterly direction along the foothills 
52 miles, to tho height of land between 
the tributaries of the Athabasca, Mc- 
Leod and Pembina rivers, and the 
north Saskatchewan and Brazeau rlv- 
ei'8, thence southerly following the 
said height of hind to a point where 
it Intersects the boundary between the 
provlpce of BritL h ^Columbia and Al- 
berta, thence northerly along the 
boundary to tho 'point of commence- 
ment. 



Mexico City, Sept. 19. — There has 
been a disastrous wreck on the Mexi- 
can Central railroad. A freight train 
and a passenger train came Into col- 
lision at El Carnacion, near the city 
of Aguas Calientcs, and It is reported 
that thirty persons were killed and 
many injured. 

The passenger train was the regular 
E! Paso express, which left that city 
Tuesday. 

No train from the United States has 
come in today over tho Central, but 
one Is expected tonight. It is impos- 
sible to get further details of the 
wreck at this moment. The railroad 
officials admit that the wreck occur- 
red, but refuse to talk of the matter.

Another interesting development 
was the official statement, made foe 
(he first time today, of John D. Rock- 
efeller's personal holdings In thd 
Standard Oil company. Just to what 
extent the reputed head was Individ* 
iially Interested in the great concord 
has long been a matter of speculaw 
tion. It was brought out today thai 
Mr. Rockefeller owned 25(1,654 shares, 
or more than one-fourth of tho total, 
072,500 certificates of the Standard Oil 
company. Based on the earnings oil 
the company, as placed cm record on 
Tuesday, it is computed that Mr. 
Rockefeller's personal profits during 
the past eight years havo aggregated 
$125,000,000. At Tuesday's hearing it 
was testified that in the years from 
1S99 to 1900, Inclusive, tho Standard 
Oil company had earned a total proflt 
of $190,315,934. 

Frank B. Kellogg spent a busy day 
tracing tlie various changes In tho de- 
velopment of tho Standard Oil com- 
pany from the time of its inception in 
1SS2, when the trust agreement was 
signed, until tho trust was dissolved 
in 1S99 and tho Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey was formed. 

Mr. Kellogg developed many of his 
questions from' the trust agreement 
of 18S2, which was contained In the 
bill of complaint filed In St. Louis last 
December, when tho present action 
was commenced. This trust agree- 
ment, which was entered into by John 
D. Rockefeller and 45 other oil in- 
terests, provided that Standard Oil 
companies should bo formed in Ohio, 
New York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey and in other states when the 
trustees deemed advisable. The prop* 
ertles and assets of tho embraced cor- 
porations and companies were to be 
turned over to the several Standard 
Oil companies, which, in turn, issued 
their own stock in exchange. Under* 
tho terms of this trust agreement all 
stock was to be delivered to nine trus- 
tees, who Issued to the depositing 
stockholders trust certificates equai at 
par value to the par valuo of tho sev- 
eral Standard Oil companies. Tho nine 
trustees, under tho original agreement, 
were John D. Rockefeller, C. M< 
Payne. William Rockefeller, J, A, 
Bostwlck, H. M. Flagler, W. G. Ward- 
en, Charles Pratt, Benjamin Brew'- 
ster and John Archbold. 

Tho trustoes had absolute power In 
the control of the companies. They 
could purchase with the trust funds 
the stocks and bonds of other oil com- 
panies on such terms as thoy deemed 
advisable, and could dispose of them 
Whenever they considered It ineces- 
iFary. The' trustees, who were elected 
to hold office, three years, wero bal- 
jlotted for by tho owners of trust cer- 
tificates. The agreement further pro- 
vided that the trust should continue 
(during tlio lives of survivors of tho 
trustees named in tlie agreement and 
for 21 years thereafter. 

Mr. Tilford was questioned at 
length on tho trust period from 18S2 
to 1892, and tho period of. trust liqui- 
dation from 1892 to 1899. Mr. Tilford, 
as secretary of tho company's, could 

t|glvo the government's counsel llttlo 
I Information concerning theso periods 
of the Standard Oil trust, though ho 
|was a liquidating trustee. Mr. Kel- 
logg finally asked Mr. Tilford If, dur- 
ing tho period of liquidation there, had 
been any real change in tho manage- 
ment of tho company, and the witness 
replied there was not. 

Mr. Kellogg said that tho records 
of the liquidating trustees, which had 
been finally furnished by tiie Standard 
Co., wore being examined by govern- 
ment counsel, and it might bo several 
days before tho information desired 
could be produced In court. Mr. 
Kollbgg also intimated that further 
witnesses might bo subpoenaed as tho 
result of tho developments of tho last 
two days, and the sessions would bo 
prolonged for soino time.

He said, he did not wish to criticise, 
but lie Celt pain when the toast of 
"the King" was called to see that 
somo gentlemen did not stand up. 
(Cries of "shame.") He had attended 
many banquets In the United States, 
and it had always been his extreme, 
pleasure to rise and toast the presi- 
dent of the republic most heartily 
(cheers.) They would forgive him If he 
said that he thought the least their 
Americans friends could do In visiting 
Canada was to drink the health of the 
Sovereign, who in Ills own personality 
stood for the liberty which was the 
criterion of liberty the world over. 
(Hear, hear.) 

In the absence of Delegate Landers, 
the chairman proposed "Our American 
brethren." Robert S. Maloney, repre- 
senting the American Federation of 
Labor, responded. In doing so ho re- 
marked that the Provincial secretary 
had said thai :hnrn were certain peo- 
ple 'an the gathering who did not 
rise to the toast of the King (hear, 
hear); and in his remarks, he, tho 
speaker, understood him to say that 
the men were Americans. (Cries of 
"no, no," and "socialists.") Dr. MCr 
Irinls had said that Canadians always 
considered it a duty as well as an 
honor, when across the imaginary line 
to arise to the toast of the president 
of the United States. 

"Mr. Chairman and Mr. Provincial 
Secretary," tho speaker continued, 
"Americans are too honorable to refuse 
to rise and toast the King, (loud 
cheering). From tho standpoint of 
American citizens, these men, if they 
are Canadians and have refused to 
toast the King, are not worthy of 
being requested to toast themselves." 
(Hear, hear.) 

It was learned later that the dele- 
gates who refused to rise were not 
Americans, but socialists from British 
Columbia, 

Solicitor O'Donogliuo at the banquet 
spoke very gratefully of the enter- 
tainment provided by the local organi- 
zations, the city and the provincial 
authorities. His speech was bright 
and witty. "Something had been 
said," he remarked, "about Vancouver. 
When I was out there 1 took occasion 
to enquire into some things. I found 
it cost $1 for a dog license, in Winni- 
peg it costs 52 for a marriage license. 
No, It is the other way. It costs 
more to be a. dog in Winnipeg than a 
married man in Vancouver."

Winnipeg, Sept. 19. — The business of 
the Trades and Labor congress today 
was discussing a resolution 10 ar- 
range for sending an agent to the 
British isles to counteract misrepres- 
entations regarding the conditions of 
labor in Canada. The speakers denied 
having any objection to tho immigra- 
tion of satisfactory workmen. 

S. Ij. Landers made a statement that 
organized labor was not opposed to 
lintnogratlon, but was opposed to mis- 
representation. This convention, he 
said, would like the press to state that 
this congress of organized labor, Is not 
opposed to the reasonable, healthy Im- 
migration of agriculturists and needed 
workers, 

A discussion arose over the supply 
of workmen brought to this country by 
the Salvation army, who are subsidized 
by the Canadian government and by 
the British government. The details 
o£ tho subsidy wi re demanded by dele- 
gates before the congress gave sanc- 
tion to the Salvation army scheme. 

Delegate Anderson stated that nego- 
tiations were in progress between the 
Salvation army and the Dominion gov- 
ernment for the grant of 260,000 acres 
to the Salvation army immigrants, lie 
said that 1 1,000 of these assisted Im- 
migrants had come under these condi- 
tions, and they had been given a bonus 
of $5 by the Dominion government. 
General Booth is now on the ocean on 
his way here to close the deal with 
the Dominion government for the land 
grant. 

s. L. Landers proposed the appoint- 
ment of a committee to consider the 
relations of the congress with the 
Canadian Society of Equity which was 
agreed to, and the following were ap- 
pointed delegates: Banders, Petti- 
bone, Albert, Kent and Owens, 
j .r.

One of tho Victims Was James iviunro

Advices from HazeRon yesterday 
state that live men, three white men 
and two Indians, were drowned as a 
result of the wrecking of a boat VI 
miles below Hazelton In the Skecna 
river yesterday. There were 10 men 
in tho boat, of whom five were saved. 

Tho victims Include dames Munro 
of No. 10 Rithet street, James Bay, a 
well known and popular Victorian, son 
of the late Captain Munro. Names of 
tho two other white victims of the 
disaster wero not lenrngd. Stanley 
Morrison, whoso parents live on El- 
ford street, was among tho survivors. 
Particulars regarding the accident 
wero not received. 

A despatch from Hazelton received 
last night says: By the overturning 
of a canoe live persons were drowned 
this morning at Beaverdam, forty 
miles down the river from tills place. 
Threo canoes started from Haze\tOn 
yesterday for tho mouth of the river. 
It was one of these that capsized. How 
many persons in all were aboard is 
not known, and their names cannot be 
obtained. Tin! accident occurred at 
a point where the steamer Pheasant 
was lost last year. All tho canoes 
wore manned by Indians, whose ca- 
noes are In great demand now that 
all tho vessels on the river have been 
wrecked and are unable to run.

Resident In Victoria for half a cen- 
tury and one of its most respected 
citizens, Ell Harrison, rather of Judge 
Harrison, Into of -13 Cadboro Bay road, 
passed, away at the St. Joseph's hos- 
pital yesterday afternoon after a brief 
illness. 

The late Mr, Harrison, who In the 
early days of the city, occupied a 
prominent part In Its affairs, was born 
at Hurdsflold, Cheshire, England, 84 
years ago and came to America in 
1860. In 1S52, atttracted by the gold 
fields on tho Pacillc coast, he crossed 
from tho Mississippi river over the 
plains and Sierra Nevada mountains 
into California, traveling with his own 
cattle, horses and wagons, a great part 
of tho long and arduous journey being 
mado by his party alone. En route 
across tho plains ho was present at 
the storming of Fort Uridger. 

During tho stirring days nf the vig- 
ilantes in San Francisco the late Mr. 
Harrison was resident In that citv, 
ami while; present at tho celebration 

by tho British and French residents 
with their wives and children nf the 
victories of tho allied forces in the 
Crimea, they were attacked by the 
mob, which they tDlight off and dis- 
persed. 

In 1S5S the late Mr. Harrison came 
north to Victoria in the days -/of the 

Cariboo gold rush. Since that year ho 
had lived In Victoria. He was a prom- 
inent Mason, being grand master for 
the province from 1878 down id and 
including part of 1881. He was the 
lirst principal of Columbia Royal Arch 
chapter, No. 120, and was for some, 
time special deputy for the Ancient 
ami Accepted Scottish Rite, besides 
h nn honorary member of several 
Masonic bodies. 

In 1S7S ho laid the foundation stone 
of tho Masonic temple here, officiated 
at Its dedication and was for many 
years one of tho trustees. 

.Deceased was one of the deputation 
chosen by, tin; citizens of Victoria to 
interview Lord . DuflVriu, then govern- 
or-general of Canada, ;is to the non- 
fulfilment of the terms of union. Ho 
was also for several years a justice of 

jtlio peace. 

The into Mr. Harrison leaves sur- 
viving him his wife, several married 
daughters and one son, Judge Harrl- 

ison. 

The funeral, which will be conduct- 
ed with Masonic honors, will bo held 
on Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock from 
tho Masonic temple to the cathedral 
and thence to Rook Bay cemetery; 
Judge Harrison will arrlvo in the city 
today from Nannimo.

All that was mortal of Yee Ylk, a 
wealthy Chinese cannery contractor, 
whoso death took place here several 
days ago was laid to rest In Ross Bay 
cemetery yesterday afternoon accord- 
ing to Hie quaint ritual of the Chinese 
.Masonic order of -which the deceased 
was a member. The funeral ceremonies 
were of a most inspiring nature and 
because of their peculiar character 
proved of much interest to throngs of 
citizens who lined the route of the pro- 
cession. 

Preparations for the obsequies were 
made early in tho day when a plat- 
form was laid on FIsguard strjet In 
front of the Masonic temple, and a 
canopy erected to shelter tho casket 
during the service. Tables wero placed 
on the platform and loaded down with 
edibles for the deceased lo tako with 
him in his journey to the other world. 
Three porkers roasted whole, boiled 
chickens and other tempting eat- 
ables wero laid on the tables and ex- 
posed to the gaze of curious thousands, 
who began to gather soon after noon. 
An altar was placed sumo yards away 
in front nf the tables and on all light- 
ed candles sputtered throughout. 

In front of the hall gongs were 
sounded repeatedly until tho arrival of 
the hearse with the casket when the 
Fifth Regiment baud, which was in 
attendance struck up the dead inarch. 
To tho strains of the band and the dis- 
cordant sounds nf tho gongs, tho cask- 
et was moved under the canopy and 
placed on rests. Tho Chinese priests 
then, wont through the prescribed 
ritual. A band of weeping, walling 
Women took up their station alongside 
tho bier and punctuated tin; intonlngs 
of the priests with mournful lamenta- 
tions. The mourners wero attended by 
acolytes with receptacles for the cop- 
ious tears. The women had their heads 
bound up in white and their features 
concealed by King drooping veils. 

The service lasted over half an hour. 
Incense was burned, water sprinkled, 
and the 'solemn rites gone through with 
by a corps of priests, some of whom 
wore garbed in white and others clad 
in yellow robes, When the proceedings 
wero concluded the casket was return- 
ed to the hoarse and the processon 
to the cemetery began. 

The banner bearers preceded the pro- 
cession followed by a gorgeously-attir- 
ed marshal on horseback'. The band 
w.as next with cabs containing Chi- 
nese niu.-dciuns who Indusl fjously beat 
upon their instruments'. A long contin- 
gent of Masons, each bearing a lighted 
piece of "punk" thai gave forth a 
pungent odor and left a thin filmy 
trail of smoke, followed immediately 
before the hearse,, which was sur- 
rounded by Hie mourners. Cabs con- 
taining prominent Celestials brought 
up the rear with last of all an ex- 
press wagon containing the materials 
for the service at the grave. 

At thi' cemetery the same ritual was 
gone through with and tho "body w.as 
consigned to the earth, while tho 
priests recited the services and the 
mourners loudly lamented the loss of 
their loved one.

MR. TEMPLEMAN'S SPEECH 

Mr. Templemah'd friends were not 
more than half pleased with his meet- 
ing on Wednesday night. The atten- 
dance was not what they expected, and 
the enthusiasm was of a much milder 
type than they hoped for. Tho Mini- 
ster of Inland Revenue does not num- 
ber among his qualities the faculty of 
arousing enthusiasm, possibly for the 
reason that lie is not a very enthu- 
siastic person himself. It is difficult 
to give an audience what you have 
not yourself. But wo are not parti- 
cularly, concerned with the character 
' of the meeting. If, as Mr. Templeman 
intimated, an election is yet two years 
a\vay, it does not make any particular 
difference as far as the possible result of 
a contest is concerned whether a ball 
is crowded to the doors or is only 
partly filled when a minister of the 
crown invites his constituents to come 
and hear what he has to say. "What 
we are concerned about is tho matter 
of tho speech. The Colonist's summary 
was accurate, and sufficiently full to 
enable readers to judge of what tho 
Minister had to say. Mr. Templeman 
was at pains to express himself very 
clearly, and there can hardly be any 
doubt as to what he meant in any re- 
spect. 

Upon the question of better terms, 
Mr. Templeman hardly did himself 
justice, and he certainly created an 
erroneous impression. Speaking of 
the words "final and unalterable" he 
said that, while they were not in the 
resolution of the Conference of 1902, 
tho words "definite and unalterable" 
were. "While this is literally true, the 
' sense in which Mr. Templeman used 
the words is wholly inaccurate. By 
tho way, tho Times misreports him on 
this point, for it makes him say that 
the word "final" was In the preamble 
to tho resolution of 1902, which is not 
correct. ,The Conference of 1S97 pas- 
sed a resolution, which declared that 
"a basis of final and unalterable set- 
tlement" should be as was therein set 
out; but although tho Chairman of 
the Conference of 1902 recommended 
that this resolution should bo follow- 
ed, it was not. The latter Confer- 
ence recited in tho first preamble to 
Its resolutions as" follows: "Whereas 
at the time of the passing of the 
British America Act and the subse- 
quent enactments affecting tho same, 
Is was impossible to foresee the de- 
velopment of the. Dominion, and to fix 
In a definite and unalterable way the 
distribution of the revenue," etc. It 
then went on to recite that it was 
the intent of the framers of that Act 
to make adequate financial provision 
for the several provinces. Then fol- 
lowed several other preambles and the 
resolutions, hut these in no way stated 
that what the Conference recommend- 
ed was to be regarded as "definite and 
unalterable" or us "final and unalter- 
able." Tho only force that the former 
words have in tho preamble is to declare 
the impossibility of foreseeing at UK- 
time of Union what the requirements 
of the provinces would be, which is ex- 
actly the position taken by the Britisn 
Columbia government today. Mr. Tern- 
pieman's reference to the resolution of 
1902, for the purpose of leading his 
hearers to suppose that two provincial 
conferences had agreed upon a set- 
tlement, the term of which were to bo 
final and unalterable, was very disin- 
genuous. "Whether or not he. intended 
to mislead his auditors is not material, 
for the fact is that he did mislead 
them. Wa submit that a minister of 
the crown ought to have been more 
careful, cither in informing himself as 
to the facts or as to his statement of 
them; Wo hardly suppose that Mr. 
Templeman expected to be taken 
seriously when he said that it was not 
Mr. McBrlde but the draftsman in the 
Colonial office, who struck the words 
"final and unalterable" out of tho Bill. 
No one ever claimed that Mr. McBrlde 
took tho Bill in his own hands and 
struck out the objectionable words. But 
neither the Minister not any one else 
can hope to deny successfully that it 
was because of Mr. McBrldo's presen- 
tation of the rights of the province 
that the .objectionable words were 
struck out, or that Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
was greatly displeased becauso they 
wore eliminated, and as an offset ask- 
ed to have the resolution of the Ca- 
nadian Parliament added to the Bill 
as a schedule. Mr. Templeman thinks 
.that tho question is dead. It never 
would have been alive, If ho could have 
had his way; but he has made a mis- 
taken diagnosis of lis condition now, 
as he will find out all in good time. 
Again Mr. Templeman Is incorrect in 
saying that Mr. McBrlde would not 
'slate to tho Conference what he would 
bo willing to accept for the province. 
•His error on this point is absolutely 
inexcusable. If ho did not know the 
facts of the case, he ought to havo in- 
formed himself. Ho was In Ottawa 
during tho Conference, and if can 
hardly be thai the terms, which Mr. 
MaBrido naked, were never mentioned 



to the Minister representing this pro 
vince. If they were not, one would 
have supposed that Mr. Templeman 
would have looked up tho record be- 
fore saying that Mr. McBrlde had 
never indicated "how much it would 
take to satisfy him." If he had done 
so, and 'had read the report laid be- 
fore tho legislature, ho would have 
seen that Mr. McBrlde had submitted 
to tho Conference the following as his 
view of what the provinco should re- 
ceive: 

That in case the proposed readjust- 
ment of subsidies, as set out in tho 
resolutions of the Quebec conference 
of provincial premiers, be accepted by 
tho Dominion government, there shall 
bo paid to tho province of British 
Columbia each and every year, in ad- 
dition to the payments and subsidies 
otherwise provided, an amount under- 
stood to be what the Dominion of 
Canada Is willing to pay and the pro- 
vince qf British Columbia to receive 
as a nominal recognition of the dls-, 
abilities borne by the province owing 
to peculiar^ physical conditions and 
from other causes sot forth In the 
case of British Columbia for better 
terms and • accompanying memoran- 
dum.' 

That tho said annual amount shall 
be fixed hi the following maimer: 

One dollar per head of the popula- 
tion until the amount reaches $300,- 
000, to remain fixed until tho popula- 
tion is 400,000. 

Seventy-five cents per head of the 
population thereafter until the amount 
reaches $100,000 per annum, to remain 
fixed until the population Is 800,000. 

Fifty cents per head of the popula- 
tion thereafter until the amount 
reaches $500,000, to remain fixed until 
the population is 1 ,500,000. 

Thirty-three and one-third cents per 
head of the population thereafter 
until the amount reaches $600,000, to 
remain fixed until the population is 
2,500,000. 

Twenty-five cents per head of the 
population thereafter. 

Mr. Templeman also undertook to 
explain why ho was not at the confer- 
ence, and this was in reply to the Col- 
onist. He said that he had no 'right 
there, that "no member ot' the Ottawa 
government was present at the meet- 
ing of 'the Inter-Provincial Confer- 
ence." (We quote from the Times.) 
Again we say that Mr. Templeman 
should have Informed himself better 
as to the facts. If he had done so, and 
had consulted the Official Report' of 
the Conference, ho would have road 
tho following, which is taken from tho 
Minutes: 

Conference Chamber 
PARLIAMENT IIOUSK OF CANADA, 
OTTAWA. 
Monday, 8th October, 1900. 

The following gentlemen met in the 
Railway Committee Room of the Sen- 
ato of Canada at Ottawa, on Monday, 
tho eighth day of October, 1906, at 
eleven o'clock in the forenoon, to take 
part In a Conference convened by the 
Right Honorable Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
Premier of Canada, for the purpose of 
considering the financial subsidies to 
the Provinces. 

Here follow the names of the Pro- 
vinces and their representatives. 

There were also present the follow- 
ing members of the Government of tho 
Dominion of Canada: 

The Right Honorable Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Prime Minister and President 
of the Executive Council; 

The Honorable W. S. Fielding, Min- 
ister of Finance; 

The Honorable A. B. Aylesworth, 
Minister of Justice; 

The Honorable Rudolpho Lemleux, 
Postmaster- General. 

Therefore, the Colonist once more 
asks why the name of Mr. Templeman 
does not appear In this list, especially 
as Ills own province was the only one 
preferring a special claim. 

In respect to Oriental immigration 
Mr. Templeman seems to have recast 
his views since the meeting of the 
Victoria Liberal association. What lie 
said last night was very carefully pre- 
pared, and was furnished, typewritten, 
to the press. It does not materially 
differ from the views expressed in the 
columns of the Colonist in its critic- 
ism upon his former speech. In that 
speech he said that if Japanese were 
to be admitted without restriction, 
Chinese should also be so admitted; 
in his speech on Wednesday night he 
said that as he favored the exclusion 
of Chinese he must logically favor the 
exclusion of other Orientals. The dif- 
ference between the two positions Is 
very wide and we congratulate him 
upon seeing the question at last "in the 
proper light. in respect to what he 
said about provincial legislation, he 
abandons bis untenable position that 
Mr. JIcBridc is responsible lor the 
failure of measures restricting such 
immigration passed by the legislature 
to become law, for he states specifi- 
cally lhat the acts passed on this sub- 
ject have been disallowed at the re- 
quest of the Imperial government. Mr. 
Templeman must have known this all 
along, and therefore at the very time 
he. was .seeking to create the impres- 
sion that it was only because of Mr. 
Mcllride's action that the Bowser Bill 
failed to come into force. We can hard- 
ly congratulate him upon Iho position 
In which he now finds himself by rea- 
son of his own admissions. It is not. 
a position which any public man could 
wish to occupy. We fancy that he 
has not fully appreciated his responsi- 
bility as a minister of the crown for 
his public utterances, and it is not 
Impossible that he may have received 
a suggestion from Ottawa that he must 
cease to make Japnese exclusion a 
political football. His opinion that 
the re-passage of the Bowser Bill or 
some such measure would bo only an 
exhibition of demagoguery is unsound. 
If before tho local house meets the 
matter has not been satisfactorily ar- 
ranged, the legislature will be in duty 
bound to place itself again on record, 
and tho strongest way of doing so is 
to pass a Bill providing for Japanese 
exclusion. Wo hope that this course 
will not be necessary. 

It was with regret that wo learned 
how little hope Mr. Templeman was 
able to hold out for tho settlement 
of the Songhees Reserve. Wo had 
hoped that he would take occasion 
during his slay In tho city to have this 



matter closed up. It is not a politi- 
cal question, and wo havo refrained 
from discussing It in the expectation 
that Mr. Templeman would act. We say 
to him now that We will continue to 
refrain from the discussion of it in a 
political way, so as to give him a fur- 
ther opportunity to deal with the 
question untrammelled. In our view 
he is the one man who fan settle it. 
Ho ought to take it up personally with 
tho Indians, and until he has shown 
convincingly that ho does not intend 
to do this, wo will leave the subject 
alone. 

Mr. Templeman was happiest In his 
reference to railway matters. We 
congratulate him upon adopting the 
^Colonist's suggestion that the 3,500,000 
acres hi the Peace River country, 
which the Dominion received' from the 
province, shall bo devoted to railway 
purposes. The Times has absolutely 
opposed this contention of the Colon- 
ist; and it is a source of satisfaction 
to know that its proprietor takes an- 
other view of the ease. In regard 
to rail connection with the Mainland, 
as the Minister's remarks on this point 
were called forth by a question asked 
him by the Colonist, wo wish to thank 
him for the spirit In which he acceded 
to our request. Tho Times quotes 
him as saying: "He thought ho could 
almost say for the Dominion govern- 
ment, which had never refused to as- 
sist a railway project in (his provinco, 
that aid would be extended to such 
a scheme." This Is very satisfactory, 
and it leaves tho way open for the in- 
auguration of this much-to-be-desired 
undertaking. II Is what tho people 
have been waiting for, ami what the 
Colonist has striven to secure. Wo 
fully agree, with Mr. Templeman, that 
unless the connection is to form a 
part of a railway system, it would be 
folly to undertake It. Indeed, this 
seems such a self-evident proposition 
that it has always been unintelligible 
to the Colonist how the Times felt 
called upon in issue after issue to pro- 
test against such a connection until 
some railway wanted to use it. On 
this all-Important question Mr. Tem- 
pleman has put himself right, and it is 
with the greatest pleasure that the 
Colonist, counting upon bis active co- 
operation, will renew Its efforts to in- 
terest in the undertaking those people, 
who can make It a success. 

There are some other matters In Mr. 
Templeman's speech to which refer- 
ence might be made, but we have 
touched in this article upon those that 
seemed to call specially for immediate 
attention. 



THE ALL-RED PROJECT 

The Lusl tan la's recent splendid effort 
to wrest the Atlantic record from 
Germany has resulted in a suggestion 
from a number of prominent Canadians 
resident in London that Inasmuch as 
Halifax is SS2 miles nearer to Liver- 
pool than is New York, the voyage 
of the new mammoth Cunarder proves 
what an All-Red project . would do for 
the Empire. The Yorkshire Post makes 
the novel suggestion that the British- 
Canadian government might save a 
considerable part of the proposed two 
tnd a half million dollars All-Red sub- 
sidy, and do the Empire the best pos- 
sible service by giving the Canard line 
an extra sum on the condition that 
Halifax takes Now York's place as tne 
terminal port of the Lusitania and 
Mauritania. The Cunard line, it points 
out, began Its career at Halifax, and 
might very well resume \\ there. In 
this connection It might bo mentioned 
that the Cunard arrangements with the 
British government contains no express 
stipulation that the steamers shall 
run to United States ports. The Col- 
onist notes with considerable satis- 
faction that some of the leading Con- 
servative newspapers in Eastern Can- 
ada, which were disposed to belittle 
the project, because it now happens 
to be advanced at a time when a Lib- 
eral administration is in power at Ot- 
tawa, are beginning to see how foolish 
such an attitude is towards a scheme 
SO obviously In the interests of Can- 
ada and the Empire. Sir Charles Top- 
per, on arrival at Montreal. from Eng- 
land the other day was interviewed 
by tho Star. We quote lhat portion of 
his remarks In (which the veteran 
statesman made reference to the fast 
steamship project. 

The All Red line next came up for 
consideration, and Sir Charles said that 
he was very strongly in favor of ir, 
and naturally enough, as ho wits prac- 
tically the pioneer of the movement for 
it. Many years ago lie had come to a 
realization of the opportunities offered 
by the geographical position of the Do- 
minion, and be had attempted tit the 
time to realize .an All Bed Route, and 
would havo succeeded had it not been 
for tho "unconstitutional action of Lord 
Aberdeen" in refusing to ratify the 
contract. 

"I had obtained an Imperial subsidy 
for a line from Vancouver to Japan," 
he said, "afjd the Canadian Govern- 
ment granted one for a lino to Austra- 
lia. Mr. Chamberlain promised mo to 
give .C 75,000 if the Dominion would 
give ,C 150,000 for the Atlantic, ser- 
vice. Everything was ready and the 
contract would have been ratified In 
1S9S, had not Lord Aberdeen refused 
to sign it on the ground that the elec- 
tions had put the CoiiKCrvativc party 
out of power. 

"Being blocked here, I was still so 
anxious to see the measure carried 
through that I wrote to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier asking him to see that this 
great opportunity was not lost, and 
pointing out to him the necessity of 
getting the contract ratified. But he 
thought he could do something better, 
and ho proceeded to waste his time 
drawing up contracts which proved to 
be entirely Inefficient In the mean- 
time the cost of shipping went up, and 
tho splendid opportunity which lay- 
within reach was allowed to slip 
away."

IS ALMOST OVER 



Conditions at Smelters in the 
Boundary Country Are 
Much Improved 



■ 

Phoenix, B. C, Sept. 19.— It is be- 
lieved that the worst of the coke 
i-.lion.MKe is now over, and, while some 
of the smelters are not yet running at 
•full capacity, most of them report 
the supply as belnp; much Improved. 
This is thought to bo directly due to 
the agitation recently carried on to 
have the government investigate tho 
.coke shortage and the shipments to 
Montana, white British Columbia smel- 
ters were closing their furnaces, con- 
trary to the letter and spirit oi thfl 
Crow's Nest Bass Coal company's 
charter. 

Altogether about a dozen seta of 
resolutions have been formulated bl 
public bodies in Kbotetiay and Yale, 
and sent to Hon. Richard McBrlde 
minister of mines, protesting against 
the condition of affairs. Resolutions 
were sent from the Nelson, Kaslo, 
Rossland and Trail boards of trade, 
among others, and from the Ros-land, 
Trial, Phoenix, Greenwood, Boundary 
Falls and Summit miners and smelter- 
men's organizations — all of which were 
'sent direct to the government at Vic- 
toria, which is now Investigating tho 
charges made against the big coa! and 
coke concern. 

One of the results of the widespread 
agitation to have the government en- 
force tho penalty of $2 per ton for 
every ton of coke exported while 
British Columbia smelters are running 
short, is that coke is beginning to 
come in more freely from the Crow. 
This week tho Granby, the largest cop- 
per smelter in Conada, has been oper- 
ating its full battery of eight blast 
furnuces, besides go: lag coke from 
the Crow, having some coming from 
tho east — and the company's mine 
running now to fullest capacity. 
Dominion Copper company's smelter 
is also running full blast, haying some 
two thousand tons of coke on hand 
or In transit from Coleman, Alta., its 
source of supply, as per contract with 
the International Coal & Coke com- 
pany. 

The British Columbia Copper com- 
pany's smelter, however, is not yet out 
of the woods regarding coke, reporting 
a serious shortag'o still existing. This 
company has no contract either with 
the Crow's Nest Pass Coal company 
or with the Coleman concern,. but gets 
its coko from .Lille, Alta., where the 
capacity is not. yet large enough to 
supply its entire needs' at the enlarged 
Ksinelter. ( ■ 

At the Traif- snieltcrj' which uses a 
■ large amount of coke," it is said that 
things are in better shapo as regards 
fuei, and that all that is required is 
coming in steadily- 
Beneficial results can thus be said io 
be already apparent, from the many 
resolutions that have been transmitted 
to the provincial government.

Nelson Pays With Pride 
Nelson, B. C, Sept. 19.— Tho Nelson 
school board this morning, In responso 
to a request from the staff, granted 
a general increase of $10 per month to 
all assistants in the public schools, tho 
new rate to take effect from Septem- 
ber. Tho mlnlmun salary now paid 
in Nelson is $70 per month, and this 
ranges all the way up to $125. More- 
over, tho board has promised to in- 
crease the salaries of the high school 
staff and of the principal of the public 
school at Christmas. Tho members 
of the board decided that as the staff 
of the city school had so long main- 
tained the reputation of Nelson as tho

SLEIGHING JN_ SEPTEMBER 

Severe Storm Visits Frank, Alberta, 
Breaking Down Trees and Do- 
ing Other Damage 



Frank, Alta., Sept. 10.— A sleigh on 
the streets of Frank on the eleventh 
day of September is something of a 
novelty, but such a .sight was to have 
been seen a week ago yesterday. This 
incident, together with the fact that 
topograph, telephone and electric light 
wires are prostrated and thousands of 
trees are broken down from the weight 
of snow, gives some sort of an idea 
of the severity of the storm which set 
in in the morning and continued until 
not far from two feet of snow had 
fallen. 

It is the annual tenth of September 
storm. In the six years that Tho 
Pass has been settled, a more or less 
severe storm has never failed in the 
arly part of 'September, almosc always 
coming on the tenth and never missing 
fjjg I that date by many days. This year it 
came on schedule' time, and is by 
many, many times the worst that has 
ever been known In the district. Hith- 
erto there lias always been a light fall 
of show but never anything to even 
suggest Hie present one. 

All the telephone and electric light 
wires in the district went down and 
both services wore out of commission 
temporarily. Reports from the prairie 
are to the effect that the telegraph 
wires were down which indicates that 
the storm extends into the farming 
sections and that being the case it is 
more than likely tho damage will be 
widespread. . • j •. ,.

Vancouver, B.C., Sept. IS. — It can bo 
stated on the best authority that any 
attempt on the part of the Asiatic 
Exclusion league to arrange another 
parade in this city in the near future 
will be vigorously opposed, and the ut- 
most strength of tin.- civic authorltiy 
will be called into 'service to carry out 
the will of the officials should definite 
steps be taken toward t lie arrange- 
ments, for such a demonstration. 

Tho statement of the above fact was 
made as tiie result of an item appear- 
ing in the columns of a morning con- 
temporary to the effect that such a 
parade would probably be arranged in! he 
the near future unless Ottawa took St 
immediate steps to exclude Asiatics 
from lifuding on this coast. 

"We are at heart ia sympathy with 
the main objects of the Exclusion 
L'eague," said one of the civic author!-' 
ties, ,"but our duty to the city comes 
betoi'e all other tilings at this time. 
In tiie performance of that duty there 
is nothing' plainer than tli.it another 
demonstration in the nature of a par- 
ade would be most unwise frorn every 
point of view, just at this time. Tho

In New York does not really affect the 
financial situation In Canada at all. 
The reason is, I was told, that under 
the law the banks arc compelled to 
keep a certain proportion of gold re- 
serve, which they enunot lend out on 
commercial loans, and it Is this rc- 
servo. that is loaned out on call loans, 
it was news to mo, but it appears 
that call loans of this kind are non- 
existent in Canada, hut in New York 
they are made on the security of gold 
bonds, which are to all Intents and 
purposes the same thing as gold as 
they are always convertible into gold 
at a moment's notice.

)n effect keep a large proportion of 
their reserve in New York whenco it 
can bo obtained just as quickly as 
though they kept it there In the form 
of bullion. Were the banks to bring 
all this gold back to their head otlices, 
the only difference would be that they 
would have to pay freight and insur- 
ance on it and then let it lie in their 
vaults, as they could not loan it out.

formulating a basis of union that 
might bo satisfactory to 'the three 
churches. Bast year the Presbyterian 
church threw the door' open to the 
Baptists and Anglicans to enter the 
negotiations for union, but their re_ 
plies, while brotherly in tone,, gave 
Utile hope of their entertaining the 
proposal. The object of the union was 
to economize, men and means, by do- 
ing away Avith oyerlaping in, the 
work, for at present there arc in 
some places two or three or more 
ministers of different denominations 
doing work that could easily bo done 
by fewer, and If few were placed there, 
men and means could bo conserved for 
church extension elsewhere. With this 
saving of men and money it was also 
hoped the union would give the new 
church a spiritual uplift.' 

The Union committees with its sub- 
committees have faithfully worked to 
formulate a basis of union which was 
sent down by the assembly last year, 
and also, this year, and asked sugges- 
tions to assist the committees in their 
work. Th,o subcommittees reported 
their finding on doctrine, polity and 
administration to '.he joint committee 
which carefully examined and annl- 
ized tho whole. It was supposed tit the 
beginning of the work that there 
would be more difficulty in framing a 
satisfactory basis of doctrine than of 
polity or administration. But it was 
a surprise to lind how near trie throe 
churches were in doctrine when they 
came to close quarters in committee, 
and understood each other. In most 
eases it was largely a difference of 
phraseology and not of interpretation 
of the Word. 

It w.'is feared that Armenlanism and 
Calvinism In their exposition of God's 
purpose would be a rock on which the 
union basis would be wrecked. But 
the joint committee unanimously ac- 
cepted this as tho third article: ' "We 
believe that the eternal, wise, holy and 
loving purpose of Cod embrace:! all 
events, so that while the freedom of 
man is not taken away, nor is God the 
author of sin, yet in His providence 
He makes till things work together in 
the fulfillment of His sovereign de- 
sign and manifestation of His glory." 

The Armenian thinks that in this lie 
has tho teaching of his church clearly 
defined as to God's purpose and the 
Calvinlst thinks the same of his church. 
This definition, however, like the whole 
]h;isis so far is only tentative. Dr. 
Campbell explained the attitude of (he 
principal speakers on this question at 
tiio assembly in Juno last— 'Principal 
Patrick, Dr. Barclay, Mr. McKay and 
others. There was no vote, taken on 
tho union; but a vote was taken on 
whether the basis so far framed should 
bo sept down to sessions, Presbyteries 
and congregations which was carried 
by a vote of 134 against I I. 

When the basis of union Is as com- 
plete as it is possible for the joint 
committee/ and the general assembly 
to make It, the assembly shall send it 
to the congregations, and 'they shall 
have then an opportunity of accepting 
or rejecting it, declaring for or against 
union. The general assembly will not 
outer into any union on a basis that 
will divide the Presbyterian church; 
for if there Is to bo a union with other 
churches it must be unanimous, and if 
not unanimous, then not at all

THE CANADIAN MILITIA 

Training Compared Unfavorably With 
That of English Volunteers. 

There are several considerations 
which make the military forces of 
Canada of interest to British readers 
at the present time, vsay.s a writer 
in the London Daily Telegraph. I" 
their organization and conditions of 
service they so closely resemble the 
new territorial force devised by Mr. 
Haldanc that the source of his in- 
spiration is obvious to any one ac- 
quainted with the Canadian militia. 

The existing defensive forces of 
Canada consist of two classes of mi- 
litia, enlisted voluntarily. These are 
divided into two categories — the first 
consisting of what is termed the per- 
manent force, and the second of the 
active militia. The first mentioned 
is a small body of all arms, who are, 
to all intents and purposes, regular 
troops. They are permanently under 
arms, live In barracks, when not en- 
gaged in lield training, and have the 
henellt of a liberal pension scheme 
for all ranks. Thoy include two regi- 
ments of .mounted troops, two bat- 
teries of horse artillery, a regiment 
Composed of ten companies of lnfan- 
tery, an engineer corps,'- an army ser- 
vice corps, and fin ordinance store 
corps. In addition, there are the 
Northwest Mounted Police, a body of 
men resembling the Cape Mounted 
Rifles in South Africa, and, although 
employed entirely on police duty in 
the Northwest, are really -soldiers oi 
the most, efficient type. 

The total membership of the civil- 
ian rifie associations, according to the 
latest available returns, is 20,408, 
Both the military and civilian rifle 
clubs are affiliated to the Canadian 
Rifle League, and by a militia order 
of June, 1903, are placed under the 
supervision of the Militia Department 
at Ottawa. Four rifle meetings are 
held annually by the league, under 
King's Prize conditions, at which 
valuablo prizes are offered for com- 
petition. In addition, certificates, 
signed by the Minister for Militia and 
Defence and the Chief of the General 
Staff, are issued to marksmen who 
attain a certain proficiency. For an 
average of 94 points out of a pos- 
sible 105 a special first-class certi- 
ficate is granted, 90 points entitle a 
marksmen to a first-class certificate, 
while SO points qualify for' a second- 
class certificate. Members of rifle as- 
sociations do not perform any military 
drills. 

The training of the Canadian mi- 
litia does not compare favorably with 
that of our own volunteers. For what 
are termed rural corps— that is, bat- 
talions raised in the country districts 
— the only drills are those performed 
during the annual twelve days in camp. 
Neither officers nor men do any mili- 
tary work during the rest of the year, 
•save a few ceremonial movements 
practiced just before the annual in- 



spection. The city corps do not go 
to camp at all. owing to the exigencies 
of employment in Canada. Thoy have 
drill sheds in the various towns; 
Where drills are clone on certain even- 
ings during the year. It will be seen, 
therefore, that the opportunities for 
learning their work are less than are 
afforded to our own volunteers. No 
doubt a volunteer is nominally efficient 
who does fifteen evening drills and his 
class firing in musketry, but that type 
of citizen soldier is not generally much 
admired, and his services arc dispens- 
ed with as speedily a possible. 

The date of the annual camp must 
bo adapted to tin? period of the year 
When tiie bulk of the men in a par- 
ticular district can got away from 
•heir farms. For instance, in Que- 
bec it is impossible to call out the 
militia for training during the hay 
harvest. Jn Manitoba and the North- 
west the wheat harvest has to bo con- 
sidered, and in the lumber, districts 
the men begin to go to the woods in 
August. Thus training, as a rule, is 
only regimental, and the work has to 
be done piecemeal with comparatively 
small bodies of men. This difficulty is 
not only disadvantageous to the men, 
but is seriously so to the Officers in the 
higher ranks, who rarely, if ever, have 
an opportunity of handling more than 
a couple of battalions at a tlino, and 
their staffs get no proper opportunity 
of practicing tiie. details of the vitally 
important work they would have to 
discharge on active service— London 
Daily Telegraph. 



A £5,000 Rose. 

Quito a picturesque formality took 
place last evening at the historic St. 
Olavc's and St. Saviour's Grammar 
school, in Tooley street, the occasion 
being- "rent day" as well as speech 
day. In the reign of Queen Elizabeth 
the churchwardens purchased on be- 
half of the parish a Held in the old 
parish of Ilorsleydown in order to en- 
dow the school— then, of course, a 
very small one. The revenue brought 
in more money than was needed, and 
a portion of tho Held was leased, to 
trustees for the' benefit of tho poor. 
The lease was for a term of live hun- 
dred years, at the yearly rent, of a 
red rose, payable at midsummer, if 
lawfully demanded. The lease is now 
held by tin; trustees of the united 
charities of St. Olavci and' St. John, 
and they provide maintenance scholar- 
ships for girls, and boys. in accor- 
dance with annual custom tho rent 
was demanded, and a rod rose was 
presented by Mr. Fells, a governor of 
the school, to .7. Temple Serh'en, the 
warden. Originally tho field was pur- 
chased for J>.'!0. Now the- total Income 
from It is about £5,01)0, a portion of 
Which is devoted to the provisions of 
I pensions for tho aged poor. Hence, in 
I the vlclnif,y of the famous Tooley 
i street a red, red rose Is wortli £ 5,000 
a year. — London Telegraph.

The commission who have conducted 
their labors very carefully, consider 
that the operators, most of whom were 
girls, have been compelled to work for 
Insufficient wages and during hours 
that were injurious to their health. It 
recommendsj among other tilings, that 
there shall be a minimum age limit 
of eighteen years for the operators, 
that they shall have one day's rest 
in seven, and a weekly hall' holiday. 
No operator should be compelled to 
work "continuously for more than two 
hours and a hair, nor should the work- 
ing day be more than six hours long. 
The . practice of listening and report- 
ing conversations should be prevented 
as in telegraph ollices by a law mak- 
ing such' 'disclosures criminal. Tin- 
Toronto Globe in a comment on the 
report says "If the moral force of pub- 
lic opinion, strengthened by this re- 
port, does not move the company to 
act with consideration, there will be 
no remedy for the evil till the tele- 
phone is assumed as a branch of the 
postal service."

Frankfort Pudding. 

Ingredients. — A quarter of a pound 
of butter, live eggs, a quarter of a 
pound of crushed almonds, a quarter 
of a pound of breadcrumbs, a quarter 
of a pound of powdered sugar, vanilla 
essence. 

Stir the butter till It is frothy, beat 
Into it the yolks of the eggs, the ground 
almonds, the bread, sugar, a few drops 
of vanilla . essence, and lastly, the 
whites of five eggs, which must have 
been beaten Into a snow. Take a 
pudding form, butter it, dust sugar 
over it and put the mass into it. Cook 
in a bain-marie for one hour and 
serve hot with a fruit sauce.

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Empress of Ireland and Em- 
press of Britain May Be 
Transferred Here 



OFFICIAL STATEMENT MADE 



Two Liners, Will Come From 
Western Ocean or Two 
Vessels Built 



The fine steamers Empress of Brit- 
ain and Empress of Ireland, each of 
11,500 tons register, 20,000 displacement 
iniay bo transferred to tho Pacific 
service of the C. P. R. system and 
new and larger liners built to replace 
them In the Atlantic trade. The dir- 
ectors of the C. P. R. are now consid- 
ering which step they will take. 
Whatever the result of their delibera- 
tion.-; it has been decided that two new, 
larger and faster liners will bo placed 
in the Pacific service to augment the 
three Empresses now In. service, which 
fpr nver sixteen years have been op- 
erated between Vancouver, Victoria, 
and Hongkong. In the annual report 
of tho C. P. It. just issued the directors 
say: "The subsidy that is now heing 
paid (u your company for the carriage 
of mails between Liverpool and Hong- 
kong will expire in April of next year, 
and it is not Improbable that a faster 
and more frequent service will be made 
u condition of its continuance. In view 
of this f."Ct your directors recommend 
that they be authorised to arrange 
fur die acquisition or construction of 
two steamships to meet the require- 
ments of your Pacific trade, or to 
build two larger and faster boats for 
file Atlantic service and transfer tho 
impress of Britain, and Empress of 
Ireland to the route between Vancou- 
ver and Hongkong." 

The present service on the Pacific 
is given by the three Empress steam- 
ers and the former Elder-Dempster 
steamer Monteugle, which left yester- 
day tor the far east. A trl-weekly 
service is given by the Empress steam- 
ers and tin; Monteagle alternates in 
an intermediary service, handling the 
built of the heavy freights. Tito sale 
of the steamers Tartar and Athenian 
to Japanese through Samuel, Samuels 
& Co. weakened the freight service 
and arrangements are now pending for 
the despatch of two similar steamers 
to the .Monteagle. The Montezuma and 
Jlontrose are .said to have been sel- 
ected for this service. 

If the Empress of Britain and Em- 
press of Ireland are sent to the Pacific 
they will be far superior to any of 
'the liners now running on tills coast. 
At all events whether they come or not, 
tho two new Empresses to be sent 
will bo superior to all other passenger 
steamers in tho Pacific service. The R. 
M. S! Empress of Britain and Empress 
of Ireland were built at Glasgow, 
Scotland, in 190G, and constructed on 
Vjxactly similar lines, in 'accordance 
with the latest designs in naval archi- 
tecture and embrace every advantage 
that constructive genius and operative 
experience can suggest or devise. They 
are 570 feet long, 05. (J feet beam, and 
accomodate comfortably 350 first cab- 
in, 230 second cabin, and 1,000 third 
class passengers, if sent to tho Pa- 
cific some alterations would be made 
in tho accomodation, particularly with 
regard to the third class space, changes 
being made whereby the steerage 
quarters would ba enlarged to permit 
of large numbers being given berth 
space, They are 1-1,500 tons register 
and 20,000 tons displacement and 1S,-

EMPRESS MAIL I S QUICKER 

Landed in Montreal Five Hours Earlier 
Than That Brought by the 
Lusitania 



Though the maiden trip of the new 
Cunarder between Queenstown and 
New York in IlVe days fifty-four min- 
utes has been monopolizing tho pub- 
lic attention the past day or two, there 
is another fact more gratifying to 
Canadians, namely, that the Empress 
of Britain leaving Liverpool at the 
same time as the Lusitania) can land 
mailj and passengers in Montreal, 
Toronto, or other points west just five 
hours ahead of tho much boasted Cun- 
arder, says the Montreal Herald on 
Saturday last. The Empress of Bri- 
tain on her last trip, actually accom- 
plished this feat, and was not oven 
then running on -her record tlmo. The 
facts regarding tho trips of the Em- 
press of Britain and the Lusitania are 
as follows: 

Tho Empress of Britain left Liver- 
pool Friday night, September G, and 
reached Rlmouski at 2.05 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon, September 12, 
after a run of five days sixteen hours 
and five minutes. The mails were put 
ashore, reached the Montreal post 
office at 3.20 Friday morning. 

The Lusitania left Liverpool last 
Saturday night, just twenty-four after 
the Empress, and reached her moor- 
ings at New York yesterday morning 
at 11 o'clock. The European mails via 
the Lusitania reached Montreal this 
morning at 7.10 o'clock, and the pas- 
sengers likewise. 

It will be seen that although the 
Lusitania loTt Liverpool twenty-four 
later, her malls reached Montreal 
twentj - -nlno hours later , a loss of livo 
hours in favor of the Empress. When 
It is added to this that the Empress 
of Britain was not making a special 
run and that her companion ship the 
Ireland is a trifle faster, tho proof of 
the superiority of the Canadian route 
is too apparent to be contradicted. 

It was pointed out to a Herald re- 
presentative yesterday who set about 
the investigation of tiio comparative 
service the two vessels could render 
Canada, in tho handling of passengers 
and malls, that with a vessel on the 
Canadian route as fast as tho Lusi- 
tania, the comparison in favor of the 
St. Lawrence route would he even 
more overwhelming. Though it is not 
pretended by the C. P. R. Atlantic line 
officials that the Empresses equal the 
Lusitania in actual speed, they point 
to the fact that the vessels can land 
their passengers and' mails in Mon- 
treal ahead of the Cunardors. This, 
they do not hesitate to own Is duo to 
the shorter distance between land 
points and the auxiliary aid of the rail- 
way from Rimouskl. 



CAMOSUN GOES TO NORTH 

Union Steamship Company's Steamer 
Starts for Prince Rupert and 
Northern Ports 



The steamer Camnsun of the Union 
Steamship company arrived at the 
outer dock yesterday afternoon and 
left at 10 p.m. for Prince Rupert, Naas 
and northern British Columbia ports 
carrying a fair cargo and many pas- 
sengers, of whom ten embarked here. 
Tho Camosun brought 63 cabin pas- 
sengers, 70 deck passengers and 1.171 
cases of salmon from the north. 

According to advices brought by the 
Camosun the Skt-ona river steamer 
Hazelton, under charter to the Hud- 
son's Bay company, which ran on the 
jocks last week and was totally dis- 
abled and put out of commission, 
leaves quantities of freight at Port 
Essington without any immediate 
moans of transportation. Huge pile's 
of supplies and provisions lie there 
and apprehension is felt for tho people 
who are without communication or 
means of getting their provisions. 

Tho situation will probably be re- 
lieved by securing Indians from tho 
Naas river to go to Port Esslngton 
with their canoes with which they will 
convey freight and passengers to 
points up the river. 

R. P. Welch, of Spokane, a partner 
in the firm of Messrs. Foley, 
Bros.. Larsen & Co., was a passenger 
on tho Carhos*un, and lie says that the 
want of steamboat facilities on tho 
Skeeria river will prove n great hard- 
ship to the settlers in the Hazel ton 
district, owing to the difficulty of ob- 
taining supplies. It is rumored that 
stock and supplies are running low 
farther north, and unless the situation 
Is soon relieved a food fumlno will oc- 
cur.

Squadron May Be Despatched 
Here Following Coming 
of U, S. Fleet 

NAVAL YARD NOT GIVEN UP 



Negotiations Between Imperial 
Government and Domin- 
ion Suspended 



The British navy will probably oc- 
cupy Esqulmalt naval station again in 
the near future according to private 
advices received by a Victorian from 
a British naval ollicer, prominent in 
the service. It is stated that follow- 
ing tho coming of the United States 
fleet to the Pacific ocean the admiral- 
ty will despatch a cruiser squadron to 
Escmimalt and the former naval sta- 
tion will again bustle with activity as 
of yore. Color to this statement Is 
given by the suspension of the nego- 
tiations between Canada and the Im- 
perial government for the transfer of 
tho naval yard at Esquimau to tho 
Dominion government. 

Following tho transfer of the garri- 
sons at Halifax and Work point to Can- 
ada by the Imperial government nego- 
tiations were progressing for tho tak- 
ing over of the Esquitnalt naval yard 
abandoned by the Imperial govern- 
ment, following tho withdrawal of tho 
Esquimau squadron with the excep- 
tion of tho sloop-of-war Shearwater, 
maintained here to carry out the an- 
nual sealing patrol service in Bering 
sea which the Imperial government 
agreed to do under tho terms of the 
modus vivendl regarding pelagic seal- 
ing and the survey ship Egeria en- 
gaged in- hydrographic work on this 
coast. The negotiations have now 
been suspended and it is probable that 
they will bo broken off, owing, it Is 
stated, to tho opposition of Admiral 
Sir John Fisher, first lord of tho ad- 
miralty, who is said tc be opposed to 
the definite withdrawal of Imperial 
control from Esquimau navy yard. 

At present the yard which ono time 
was a busy place is now a dreary col- 
lection of closed and unused buildings 
watched over by a few caretakers; 
but If tho statement made by the 
writer, who ranks high in tho service, 
is borne out the naval yard will soon 
resume its oldtlmo activity, and squads 
of bluejackets, onco familiar to the 
Victorian, will be seen again on tho 
streets of tho city. 

The Canadian government, if the 
naval yard had been given over, pro- 
posed to mako It a depot for the licet 
of the marine and fisheries depart- 
ment. At present a small wharf near 
tho marine department's offices on 
the inner harbor is tho only wharf 
available for tho fleet of tho depart- 
ment, and this has beon found all too 
Inadequate. If tho negotiations are 
broken off by the Imperial government 
for tho transfer of Esquimau, as is 
expected, the government will needs 
securo other wharfage beforo its pro- 
posed new steamers are acquired. 
Buoys, aids to navigation and other 
material of tho marine department 
aro accumulating and more space is 
required. Tho fleet of the department 
Is also growing. At present the steam- 
ers Quadra, Kestrel, and tho chart- 
ered fleet, including the Maude, Cas- 
cade, William .Tolliffc, Fern, etc.v now 
use tho wharf as well as the steamers 
Petre.l and Madge of tho public works 
department, and arrangements aro 
being made for two other vessels for 
the lighthouse service, and an appro- 
priation was made, last January for a 
new fishery cruiser similar in model 
to tho C. G. S. Canada. This (lent was 
to have been stationed at Esquimau 
if the naval yard had been given over 
to Canada. 

Now that thoro Is a likelihood, ac- 
cording to reports, of tho British war- 
ships returning there tho government 
will needs secure other space for its 
vessels.

Japanese Hotel Keepers Are Out of

ALLEGED RECORD 



"Professor" -H, W; -Elliott Tells 
Easterners of. the Terri- 
ble Seal Pirates

While Capt. Alex. McLean has been 
living quietly In Victoria and vicinity, 
peacefully engaged in his avocation 
of towing logs and tugboatlng gener- 
ally on the British Columbia coast he 
has been acclaimed through the United 
States as a "seal pirate." "Prof. Henry 
YV. Elliott, an alleged expert regard- 
ing pelagic settling, says that .Capt. 
Alex. McLean has been directing pira- 
tic raids on tho rookeries of Bering 
sea, organizing the Japanese lleots 
which are hunting In that water, and 
otherwise engaging In adventures in 
the northern seas, all of which Is news 
to Capt, McLean. 

If the business Is as a profitable ns 
tho professor states, Capt. McLean Is 
probably sorry the accounts of his 
daring deeds In the north are untrue. 

In a widely circulated article en- 
titled "Thirty Years of Japanese Seal- 
Piracy in Alaskan. Waters," which eon- 
tains a slight amount of truth embroid- 
ered with much nioro untruth tho pro- 
fessor has tho following with regard to; 
Capt. McLean: 

"1890— In unlawful command of tho 
J. Hamilton Lewis, American registry, 
San Francisco; H. Lichen, owner; ho 
raids Copper Island August 1J he gets 
away with two men injured 

"189i— In unlawful command of the 
J. Hamilton Lewis; he is seized while 
raiding Copper Island August 2; he is 
busy on this particular raid, with the 
assistance of hls> brother, "Han" Mc- 
Lean, who -is in command of l.he Am- 
erican schooner E. E. Webster, also 
owned by H. Liebes, of San Francisco; 
the Russians confiscate and destroy 
the J. H. Lewis, imprison McLean and 
his crew for a few weeks at Vladivos- 
tok; released and returns to Sah Fran- 
cisco in October. 

"1SU2 — hi unlawful command of the 
Rosa Sparks, American schooner; of 
San Francisco; no raids reported 
against him this year, though he may 
have been heavily engaged. 

"1893 — In (lawful?) command of the 
steam sealing schooner Alexander, 
owned by H. Liebes &Co., and Hying 
the Hawaiian flag; he is detected by 
tho U.S.S. Mohican In the act of raid- 
ing, Northeast Point, St. Paul Island, 
In July, but he escapes in the fog be- 
cause the propeller of the Mohican is 
disabled. 

In December the owners of the J. H. 
Lewis and McLean present a claim for 
damages against Russia to the. depart- 
ment of stato and urge Us collection; 

"1891 — Sealing; no raids reported 
against him. 

"1895 — Sealing; no raids reported 
against him. 

"1S9G — Is hired to go as an "AmerlH 
can pelagic hunter" before tho Boring 
sea claims award commission, which 
sat at Victoria to agree upon tho sum 
which the United States government 
should pay tho British owners of the 
sealing vessels seized, in 18811, 1887, 1889 
in the open waters "of Beh ring sea fry 
United States revenue marine officers. 
He "testifies at the' peril of ills life" 
for the American side as to tho real 
value of these British boats so seized. 
(See report; 2,128, Senate bill 3,410, 
Fifty-eighth Congress, second session). 
Tho rascal is in truth there to serve 
his sealing associates, and he does 
serve them well. These sealers get 
every cent of tho actual damages 
which they originally claimed. But they 
do not get their "consequential" dam- 
ages claims allowed. The Geneva 
award denied these claims, and the 
precedent held good here- — not the 
testimony of McLean. 

"1S97-1S9S— Is sealing, but no raids 
reported against him; his claim of the 
J. H. Lewis is now up to tho Russian 
government, and his backers want him 
to keep quiet. 

"1889-1902 — Is sealing every year, 
but keeps In the rear; his claim of 
tho J. H. Lewis taken, June, 1902, to 
Tho Hague and pressed there against 
Russia by HI H. D. Pierce, third as- 
sistant secretary of state; November 
29, 1902, an award to him of f!j0,000 
Is made bv the court. 

"1903— Divides up this award with 
H. H. D. Pierce; he seals this year, 
but no direct report of his raiding is 
made. 

"1904 — l»i command of the Mexican 
schooner Carmoncita'; raids Copper Is- 
land August 2; one of his men badly 
shot. 

"1905 — In command of the Aeupnloo, 
a Mexican schooner, he attempts a 
raid on North East Point, St. Paul's 
Island, in July; he! defies the United 
States agents to arrest him at Vic- 
toria in October, 1 905, he is a British 
subject and proves it; never lias been 
an American citizen. 

1900 — In charge of and directs the 
movements of two Japanese schooners 
which raid St. Paul's Island In July; 
sends tho Japanese hunters ashore at 
North East point, but they are fired on 
and some twenty-five or thirty captur- 
ed." 

Tho above may read well In places 
where tho truth is not known; but in 
Victoria It will provoke much -amuse- 
ment among those conversant with the 
facts. Whatever lie did In otheit 
years, In 1900 Capt. McLean did not 
engage or have any connection what- 
ever in pelagic sealing or other in- 
dustry than the operation of a small 
tug, the City of Topelln, and after- 
wards engaged as master of tho tug 
Chieftain, which, after the (lro on 
board, ho recently brought from Port 
Esslngton for repairs.

THE DECLINE IN CONSOLS 

Why Britain's Premier Security Has 
Steadily Declined 



St. Catharines, Ont., Sept. 17. — The 
decided shortage in the poach crop 
this season is becoming more appar- 
ent every day. So far scarcely any 
peaches at all have made their appear- 
ance on the local market, and that 
means that very few have as yet been 
shipped. Though the peach crop, taken 
as a whole, will be only about one- 
quarter the size this year, sprinkled 
throughout the Niagara fruit belt are 
peach orchards which never had such 
a plentiful crop, the trees being load- 
ed down with fruit. The lucky owners 
of these orchards are making hay 
while the sun shines, shipping away 
their peaches, for which they get as 
much tis $2.50 a basket in Toronto and 
Montreal, it is said. What causes tho 
abundant yield of peaches in spots 
throughout the district is puzzling the 
fruit-growers, for they all spray their 
trees religiously. 

"People may as Well prepare them- 
selves to pay about double the usual 
price for the peaches they preserve 
this year, for that is what the canning 
factory people are doing," said a man 
who knows yesterday to your corres- 
pondent. "The canners are offering 
5c a pound for peaches, while last year 
and hitherto they havo got them for 
2c and 2>ic a pound. If you don't 
want to do that, you'll have to put 
down grapes or tomatoes Instead. The 
graia- crop will beat anything ever 
seen around here, provided tlie frosts 
do not come loo early, That is all 
the grape men fear this year." 

Most of tlie dealers of this city are 
still filled up wilh their stocks of 
glass bottles, whereas in former years] 
about this time there has usually been I Sno 
a bottle famine. "There's 110 fruit to' 
put down, so tho people don't need to 
buy any bottles," said a dealer. 

There was quite a quantity of plums 
on the local market Saturday, but the 
fruit farmers said they were scarce. 
The prices Indicated that 60c a basket 
being readily paid comparsd with 25c 
and 30c a year ago. 



A writer in the London Times at- 
tributes tlie fall of British consols, 
whose present price Is S2-.83% for 2 1 /is, 
to the failure of the government to do 
anything to reduce tho national debt 
since 1S99. Meanwhile there has been 
added an obligation' of $800,000,000 to 
the public debt, claims upon revenues.

FUTURE NEEDS OF 
VICTORIA HARBOR 



Growth of Tonnage WUf Soon 
Need Construction of 
Harbor Works 



Tho future of the port of Victoria 
us fur as the Increase of accommoda- 
tion is concerned will soon become a 
vital question which will have to be 
taken iip with tho government by some 
of tho local authorities If the iiicrca.se 
in tho shipping and tlie tonnage now 
trading to this port grows in the next 
few yours as It has been doing In tlie 
past. Tlie outer wharves at present 
offer facility to the shipping, but tho 
time Is not far distant when those 
wharves will be insufficient and better 
facilities will be demanded for work- 
ing cargo of vessels. ' The tendency 
of the day Is to increase the tonnage 
of .vessels and with the Increase of 
the number of vessels in the North 
Pacific service and trading to tills part 
lit the world dockage and harbor 
facilities become imperative to a 
growing port. 

The Orlentul lines have grown ex- 
ceedingly within the past ten years, 
and the outlook for tho next decade 
is for a still greater Increase. Now 
lines are in contemplation and Im- 
provements are on tlie tapis for ex- 
isting lines. Tlie Osaka Shoscn 
Kaisha, second of Japan's shipping 
companies, is building six vessels of 
ti.OOO tons net register' at Kobe and 
Nagasaki, the C. P. R. service is to 
be Improved with the addition of 
larger steamers, much greater in ton- 
nage than those used at present, re- 
ports are current that the Blue Funnel 
line proposes not only to increase its 
freighters by the addition of several 
vessels of larger tonnage than those 
now used, but also to place three 
steamers in a passenger and freight 
trade between Hongkong and this port 
and Puget Sound. Other changes are 
also contemplated; 

if the past is any criterion of the 
future the growtli of -tlie shipping 
trade will be rapid and the possi- 
bilities of vast development In the 
Pacific ocean in the near future will 
cause the sending of many more ves- 
sels in this direction than conic at 
present. 

In view' of the expected demands for 
accommodation it is considered by 
many shipping men that the work of 
interesting tho government in tho 
needs of the port, similarly as Mon- 
treal did as the trade of that port 
developed, should be commenced with- 
out delay. One weM known shipping 
man stated yesterday that from in- 
formation received by him lie believed 
tlie government would be found ready 
to consider a scheme for the Improve- 
ment of tlie harbor facilities. , 

Koine years ago tho work of organ- 
izing a harbor works board for the 
improvement of the port was begun, 
the proposal being to have a board 
of five members, two appointed by 
the government, two by tin.' board of 
trade and one by the city council. 
When the late Mr. Prefontalne, the 
then pilnjster of marine, visited Vic- 
toria tiie matter was taken up witli 
him und although lie did not hold out 
the possibility thut the government 
would be willing to entrust the ex- 
penditure of monies' appropriated for 
harbor improvements to this board he 
favored the appointment of such a 
board t.0 Advise ,t)io government as to 
what wus necessary. 

Tlie idea of the future of the port 
of AHctorla held by many is that har- 
bor works should be undertaken to 
make an outer harbor extending from 
the present outer wharves to a break- 
water to be built from tlie foreshore 
of Dallas road, say, Holland point to 
Brotchle ledge or thereabouts, and 
wharves, piers, etc., carried out from 
a bund built along the shore line to a 
deptli of 35 feet of water at low tide. 
It is stated it would not be necessary 
to carry the pier's to very great dis- 
tance to gel tlie required depth, and 
Willi the shelter of a breakwater the 
harbor thus made would he not only 
most safe, but one of tlie most easy 
of ingress and egress found among the 
ports of tlie sev.cn seas. With elec- 
trical or hydraulic cranes, and other 
gear for working . cargo, warehouses, 
etc., the harbor which could be made 
would be a most deslrffSle one. Vic- 
toria is favored in many ways, geo- 
graphically and otherwise, by tho 
scant fall of tide, whicli is about eight 
feet here as compared with 22 feet 
of rise, and fall at Prince Rupert, 
Which in Itself will offer a problem 
for tlie proposed future port in the 
mirth. Those who look to the future 
hold that, it Is necessary to begin tho 
work looking to the improvements 
Which tlie trade of the future will de- 
mand for the port of Victoria. 



AMERICAN OWNERS OBJECT 



Will Take Action in Courts Against U. 
S. Government Becauso British 
Coal Ships Are Used 



The United States coastwise steam- 
ship lines are exercised because the 
navy department has chartered a num- 
ber of British steamers to transport 
coal for (lie naval fleet to the Pacific 
coast, and they declare that they will 
take their case to court, says a dos- 
I patch from Washington. 

Lawyers representing American 
shipowners Informed the navy depart- 
ment that, acting in behalf of their 
clients, they would seek to prevent by 
Injunction the discharge of tho coal 
cargoes Which had been transported 
in foreign bottoms when they readied 
their destination In tlie Pacific'. There 
are twenty British ships scattered 
along tho ocean highway between 
Hampton roads, Marc island, Cal.j and 
Bremerton, Wash., and one of them Is 
due at the latter point this month. 

The law decided that under the 
statute, the enactment of which was 
procured by Senator Halo in 1004; pro- 
viding that coal nnd other supplies fur 
the army and navy may be transport-: 
ed In foreign bottoms In an emer- 
gency. Hie employment of foreign ves- 
sels of American register nt reason- 
able prices Is authorized.
